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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -36 are allowable. 

2. Claims 1,18 and 34 are allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious an apparatus or method for measuring particle 
motion comprising a plurality of beams of radiation modulated at a predetermined frequency and a 
predetermined phase directed at at least one particle, and, a processor cross-correlating radiation 
scattered from each of said plurality of beams by said at least one particle, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the respective claims. 

3. Claims 2-17, 19-33 and 35-36 are allowable because they are dependent on independent 
claims 1, 18, or 34, or an intermediate claim, and they include all the allowable limitations of the 
parent claim(s).
